bombardment is being continued or

the new French warships are aiding

It is believed here that the Ger­ 
man worships were sent south to co­ 
operate with the German army in 
the new drive against the French

states that nineteen shells fell in the 


city and destroyed several

And 
then the fun 
started. 
Fro m that 
time o n Freddie had all lie wanted. 
The begining o f the end began in the 
eighth ro und. Welsh had a habit o f 
pushing his way o ut o f a clinch by 
giv ing me his elbo w. 
As he sho v ed 
my left o ff his chest with a swing.

let my left go clear

red place. 
The phy sician called it a 
‘fo ul.’ 
Yet it is clear, if it had been 
a fo ul, Freddie wo uld 
hav e 
been 
writhing 011 the flo o r fro m pain as

kno ck o ut a fighter hut might hurt 
him sev erely . 
But Freddie had been 
dead to the wo rld. 
But these day s 
fighters, ball play ers and all kinds 
o f athletes wear aluminum pro tec­ 
to rs. 
This pro tecto r can stand a 
sizzling fo ul witho ut causing 
the 
least inco nv enience to the hall play ­ 
er. 
Then ho w co uld a blo w’ fro m my 
fist ‘belo w the belt’ as was claimed, 
hav e hurt Freddie! No I was simply 
edged o ut o f a great v icto ry . 
“ Immediately afterward, Freddie 
went to a restaurant and had dinner 
sho wing that he was no t hurt. 
The 
nex t day we met at the o ffice o f the 
chief o f po lice.

Rushville and Rush County People 


Made Pilgrimage to Indianapo­ 


lis to See Lincoln's Corpse. 


REPO SED IN TH E STA TE HOUSE 


Half Century Ago Last Night Fun­ 


eral Train Wended its Way Over 


Northern Half of County.

It was just a ha lf century ago 
last night that the funeral 
train 
hearing the body of the Emancipa­ 
tor, Abraham Lincoln, wended 
itk 
way slowly across the northern half 
of Rush 
county, 
traveling 
frdtn 
Richmond to Indianapolis,* while o'n 
its way from Washington to Spring- 
Held, llinois where the president w’its 
laid to rest. 


Fifty years ago today, April 30, 
1805, was memoriable in the annuls 
of Rush county. It was on tha t d$v 
the body of the president lay in sta te 
in the sta te house (and many peo­ 
ple journeyed from this 
city 
and 
county to Indianapolis to 
view all 
that was mortal of 
the 
immortal 
Lincoln. 
On the evening of April 29 Gov­ 
ernor Morton, with honored citizens 
and men in public life, 
boarded a 
special 
train 
to 
go to Richmond 
to meet the funeral train, 
which, 
after 
leaving 
Washington, 
had 
stopped at 
Baltimore, 
Harrisburg, 
Philadelphia, New 
York, 
Albany, 
Buffalo, Cleveland and Columbus. 
Governor Morton’s train 
reached | 
Richmond at 11 o’clock, and found 
that city awake and waiting. 
The 
depot was draped in black. Flags 
and red, white and 
blue 
lanteYns 
La—Ur29. .M 
/villeIC 
mingled with 
the - crepe. 
Engines 
were changed at Richmond. Govern­ 
or Morton’s train was attached to 
the funeral section, and the cortege 
moved on into the west. 
At Center­ 
ville, Cambridge City, Dublin, Lew­ 
isville, Knightstown, Greenfield and 
Cumberland 
the 
people 
waited 
through the night to pay their last 
respects to a man they 
loved. 
At 
Lewisville 
there 
was 
distributed 
through the funeral train a 
senti­ 
ment ta stefully printed. 
It w’as as follows:

"Wemingle our tears with yours! 
LINCOLN. 
The Savior of His Country, 
the 
Emancipator 
of a Race and 
the 
Friend of 


ALL MANKIND. 
Triumphs over death and mounts 
victoriously upward with his old fa­ 
miliar tread.” 


At Knightstown a procession 
of 
negroes passed through the streets 
in the dead o f night droning 
their 
genuine sorrow over the loss of their 
best friend. 
Long before 6 o’clock Indianapo­ 
lis people and the -city’s guests be­ 
gan crowding around the old union 
depot. 
Much to the regret of every­ 
body a dismal rain began fa lling.and 


wdien 
the 
funeral 
train 
arrived 
shortly after 7 o'clock that Sunday 
jmorning in April hats came off in 
the rain to pay tribute to the distin­ 
guished dead. Thousands stood um- 
brellaless and 
took 
a 
drenching, 
proving their sorrow by great dis­ 
comfort. The funeral car was drawn 
up to the station and 
with 
David 
| Kilgore, 
William C. Kise, 
R.

J enkinson, 
J ohn

[carried the coffin to the funeral car. 
[ Flic procession then moved north in 
Illinois street to Washington street, 
thence west in Washington street to 
the eapitol. 
The coffin w’as 
carried 
|through the south doors of the capi 
[tol to the catafalque. 
At 9 o’clock the coffin lid wms re­ 
moved, 
disclosing 
the 
head 
and 
shoulders of President Lincoln. Then 
began a long procession of children, 
men and women 
past 
the 
coffin, 
thousands of them, shedding tears 
as they looked upon 
the 
familiar 
fa ce for the last time. 
A great memorial procession was 
j formed at noon and passed through 
the principal dowmtown streets. The 
solemn 
pageant 
moved 
beneath 
beautiful arches erected in 
Wash­ 
ington street, at Illinois, Pennsylva­ 
nia and Alabama streets. 
That night the body 
of 
Lincoln 
again was borne tenderly 
to 
the 
waiting train, taking its place in the 
funeral car, where 
there 
reposed, 
too. the body of little Willie Lincoln 
the martyred 
President's son, who 
had died a few monthsh before. 
It 
was the wish of Mrs. Lincoln that 
her husband and son he buried side 
by side at Springfield, and, on the 
day the cortege left Washington, the 
hoy’s coffin was raised and placed 
abroad the train. 
As the Lincoln train pulled out of 
Indianapolis that la>t night of April 
1805 the old boll in the 
city 
fire 
tower tolled and the other hells of 
the city took up the mournful dirge 
continuing until the lights of' the de­ 
parting train had vanished through 
the mists of North Indianapolis. 
Indianapolis was 
all 
excitement 
during the days that preceded the 
arrival of the funeral train. 
There 
Was a famine in black cloth for use* 
in the decorations and hurried or­ 
ders were >ent to 
Cincinnati 
and 
Chicago. 
There also was a shortage 
of evergreen, and W. 
II. 
Loomis, 
chairman of the committee on de­ 
corations, sent to Michigan City for 
a large shipment o f greens that grow 
in the 
sand 
dimes. 
Indianapolis 
women met at the Masonic temple 
to twine wreaths, having the a ssist­ 
ance of soldiers from Camp Morton 
in doing the work. 
The 
city 
also 
made preparations 
to entertain 
a 
large number of visitors and Mayor 
Caven issued a public appeal to the 
citizens to throw open their homes to 
guests. 
There was one amusing feature to 
the somber situation. In those days 
the women wore hoopskirts, and the 
editor of the Indianapolis J ournal in 
behalf of the committee on arrange­ 
ments made an appeal to the women 
to leave off their hoops on Sunday, 
April 30, in order to make 
more 
room for the crowd. 
The 
» J ournal 
said that two men could stand where 
one woman stood if this rule were 
followed. 
It also suggested that the 
women loop their skirts so a s 
to 
touch the ground, instead of trailing. 
Now the women wear no hoops aixl 
their skirts touch at or near 
the 
shoetops. 
For days prior to Sunday Indian­ 
apolis underwent a general cleaning 
and the fence around the statehonse 
was whitewashed. 
There was some 
dissension among the 
citizens 
on 
Sunday, the highly religious ones ob­ 
jecting. 
They were overruled, how­ 
ever, in view of the fa ct that the 
event wms of a solemn, patriotic na ­ 
ture. 
Much interest 
centered in 
the 
funeral car. 
It wms fourteen feet 
long, five feet wide and thirteen feet 
high. 
It was covered with black 
velvet and curtained in black velvet 
trimmed with 
silver 
fringe. 
The 
canopy was surmounted w’ith twelve 
white plumes trimmed in black. The 
funeral car W’a s drawn 
by 
twelve 
beautiful white horses the same that 
had drawn President Lincoln on his 
triumpal visit to Indianapolis while 
en route to Washington to assume 
the duties of office. 
The horses were 
blanketed in 
black, and 
at 
their 
heads wore black plurties trimmed in 
wMiite.

Road School at Evansville opened at 
b:30 A. M. in the High Scholl audi­ 
torium with a talk <>n “ Dust Preven­ 
tion” by Prof. G .E . Martin of P ur­ 
due. 
In this talk Prof. Martin con­ 
sidered the various sources of dust 
It w a s shown that the dust can often 
he prevented at he scource and no 
treatment of the highway is neces- 
ary . Various kinds of road surfaces 
give widely vary ing amounts of dust

under the action of traffic. 


Many sorts of dust preventatives 
were taken up and their properties 
and action described in detail. 
It 
was clearly proven that the same re ­ 
medy could 
not he used 
for every 
case. 
Some time was devoted to a 
consideration of several ty pes of pa t­ 
ented dust preventatives. 


The various 
kinds of oil and the 


m e th ods 
of their 
application were 
considered. 
The 
members of 
the 
school were told how to select a pro­ 
per oil for 
their local 
conditions. 
Special emphasis was placed upon 
tin* correct method of application. 
The distinction between oil and tar 
was « dearly given and cast data for 
various m aterials was quoted. 


The subject of “ Sand Clay Roads” 
was presented by Mr. J. II. Dodge of 
the Office of Public R oa ds, U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
This sub­ 
ject 
i> one of especial interest to 
southern Indiana. 
Mr. Dodge had 
spent several 
day s 
inspecting 
the 
roads of the First District and his 
talk dealt with what might be done 
to improve the sand and clay roads 
of the counties of southern Indiana. 


The speaker discussed the inherent 
qualities of both kinds of roads and 
showed that they acted in a directly 
opositc m anner under similar con­ 
ditions. 
The idea of mixing the two 
m aterials came from a consideration 
of these 
facts. 
A .sand-clay road 
was compared to concrete where the 
clay takes the place of cement. 
Practical methods of selecting the 
materials and 
proportioning them 
were illustrated by te sts made by the 
speaker. 
Mr. Dodge very carefully outlined 


the method of constructing sand-clay 
roa« ls both by putting clay on a sand 
road and by putting sand on a clay 
road. ( 'osts of this ty pe of construc­ 
tion were given. 


3 he main feature of the afternoon 
session was a talk by Hon. Robert 
C. Terrell, Commissioner 
of Public 
Roads of Kentucky . 
Mr. Terrell de­ 
voted the most of his address to a 
description of the road w« » rk which 
is being done in Kentucky . 
He de­ 
tailed the conditions under which 
they were working and <*ited many 
examples of the kind of construction 
which is being carried on. 
The speaker outlined the method of 
building and maintaining Kentucky 
roads 
and 
gave 
examples 
of the 
solution of many practical problems 
in road work. 
lie outlined I he or­ 
ganization 
of the highway 
depart­ 
ment 
of Kentucky and 
presented 
many of the details of its operation. 
Following this address was a talk 
on “The Final Cost of The Road” by 
Mr. J. H. Dodge 
of the 
U .S. 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
He took 
up the v a r i o u s methods of financing 
a road and gave the advantages of 
each 
of 
them. 
The 
methods 
of 
financing road work in Indiana were 
stated and compared with those of 
other states. 
Mr. Dodge then 
proved that the 
first cost is by no means the only cost 
of a road, nor in many cases is it 
tiie greatest 
part of the total cost, 
in calculating the final cost of any 
road a period of y ears should be con­ 
sidered. The 
practice 
of 
issuing 
bonds Cor a very long peroid is not 
to be commenced. 
In many <*ases the 
road is worn out 
before the bonds 
are paid off. 
The item of maintenance is often 
neglected in estimating the cost of a 
road. Before any road is const rac ­ 
ed its maintenance cost should he 
e s ­ 
timated and provision made to pro­ 
vide money for this. 
The last subject on the program 
was “The Maintenance of Macadam 
Roads” by Prof. Martin of Purdue. 
He first emphasized the importance 
of macadam roads as soon as they 
were finished. 
If a road is allowed to 
rut up it is a very difficult m atter to 
get it hack into shape. 
Good work can only he done with 
proper tool

po rt o n fclie public health situatio n 
w as ma<le public to day by the F o un­ 
datio n an d is said to be a mo del fo r 
actio n by o ilier cities o f sim ilar size. 


B y ex pending mo ney , liv es of citi­ 
zens may Ik1 
sav ed—literally pu r­ 
chased according 
to 
the 
report, 
written by Franz 
Schneider, 
Jr., 
celebrated lieeilth ex pert of the Ru s- 
scdl Sage Fou ndation. 
The report is 
one of sev eral on v ariou s conditions 
in Springfield prepared as the “milk 
in the cocoa nu l” of the recent su r­ 
v ey and social diagnosis. 
“Seriou s life and health wastage 
is constantly going on 
in Spring­ 
field," the report made pu blic today 
asserted. 
“ In the last six 
y ears 
1,218 residents died 
from 
known 
commu nicable diseases and sev eral 
thou sands more were made ill. 
At 
least one fou rth of the deaths may 
be laid to these 
prev entable 
dis­ 
eases.” 
That 200 of the v ictims5 
liv es 
might hav e been sav ed—bou ght by 
pu blic ex penditu re of money on pu b­ 
lic health—was asserted. A plan of 
reorganized health work 
inv olv ing 
only relativ ely small financial ou tlay 
was recommended in the report. Or­ 
ganization of a city health depart­ 
ment was deemed imperativ e by the 
Fou ndation’s ex perts. 


That pu blic ex penditu res for pu b­ 
lic health shou ld he increased abou t 
three fold was recommended. 
Abo­ 
lishment of 7,5 00 ou tdoor 
closets 
and as many open wells was also 
u rged. 
“The toll of death is mu ch heav ier 
in certain sections of the city than 
others” it was asserted. “The tu ber­ 
cu losis death rate in the wards east 
of Tenth street is ov er twice that in 
the two sou thwest wards. 
The east 
wards are the ones that contain the 
city ’s negroes, foreign born whites 
and illiterates. 
The 
city ’s 
pu blie 
health problem centers in these dis­ 
tricts. 
“Within Springfield’s eight and a 
half squ are miles are 7,5 00 priv ies 
and 7,5 00 wells. 
This is probably 
the most seriou s insanitary 
con­ 
dition in the city . Most of them are 
u nnecessary .” 
Fu rther dev elopment of a tu bu lar 
well sy stem to av oid pu mping water 
from the Sangoman riv er was re­ 
commended by the Fou ndation. 
“The city disposes of its sewage 
in a haphazard way ,” the 
report 
stated. 
“Seriou s stream pollu tion 
o ccurs at certain points. 
The city 
mu st 
look forward 
to erection 
of 
sewage treatment work.

That city dairy farms 
are 
in 
“poor condition less than 3 per cent, 
scoring good or better” was stated. 
A city milk inspector was declared 
needed. Groceries and markets were 
said to be in good condition. 
A sy stem of 
garbage 
collection 
was recommended. 
That the Springfield 
health 
de­ 
partment has done creditable work 
bu t is poorly financied was another 
finding. 
A health officer and nu rses 
for baby -sav ing, tu bercu losis work 
and 
qu arantine 
su perv ision 
were 
said to he needed. 
That’ the 
city 
spends six times as mu ch for police 
and ten times as mu ch for fire pro­ 
tection as it does for pu blic health 
conserv ation was stated. 
“Springfield has a splendid oppor­ 
tu nity to bu y —to sav e— 200 or more 
liv es a y ear and prev ent mu ch ad­ 
ditional sickness,” the report oon- 
clu ded “as pu blic health is pu rchas­ 
able.” 
The health report made today was 
bu t a small part of the tremendou s 


work 
for 
the 
pu blic 
condu cted 
by 
Ru ssell 
Sage 
Fou ndation 
at 
Springfield with ^coopération of lead­ 
ing local citizens and other social 
welfare o rganizatio ns. 
The su rv ey 
was 
condu cted 
last 
su mmer.

encompassed a wide range and 
is 
said to hav e been the most compre­ 
hensiv e and su ccessfu l so c ial -civ ic 
betterment m o v em ent ev er

large co rps o f ex pertly , trained re­ 


search wo rkers, aided by v o lunteers 
au x iliary corps comprised ot‘ 
the 
best and w idely representativ e citi­ 
zenry of Springfield. 
The Fo unda­ 
tio n especially 
picked 
Springfield 
because it is ty pically representativ e 
of Che hundreds of cities of similar 
size which hav e the same co nditio ns, 
generally , to meet and

solv ed. 
The findings, therefore, o*f the Fou n- 
tion are regarded as “models’* for 
gu idance of other cities 
and 
are 
recognized 
as su ch, ju dging

the demand for the official reports 
of the Fou ndation regarding

su lts of the su rv ey here. 
The following fields of social ac­ 
tiv ity were chosen for inv estigation: 
Pu blic schools, indu stry and 
labor 
conditions, mu nicipal and cou nty ad­ 
ministration and 
efficiency , 
pu blic 
health and 
sanitation, 
recreations, 
hou sing charities and social agen­ 
cies, 
delinqu ent, and 
correctional

philanthropic

Tu bercu losis, the National Commit­ 
tee for Mental Hy giene and the U. S. 
Pu blic Health Serv ice also sent rep­ 
resentativ es to assist in the su rv ey . 


An ex hibition here was one of the 
featu res of the su rv ey , with a strik­ 
ing illu stration of conditions fou nd 
and remedies su ggested. 
Mr. Rou t­ 
zahn had direct charge of assemb­ 
ling this ex hibit, which graphically 
delineated the social conditions of 
Springfield. 
It also attracted great 
pu blic attention and interested “the 
masses” in the work that was being 
done primarily , for them. 
This in­ 
flu ence continu es and today some of 
the poorer and more obscu re citi­ 
zens are among the most activ e and 
zealou s workers 
in “cleaning 
u p” 
Springfield. 


The aim—and already 
partially 
meeting dru ition—of

comfort. The funeral ear was drawn 
up to the station and with David 
Kilgore,

G. Shryock, Lewis Burk, Ralph Hill, 
and 
John A.^Mann, as 
honorary 


pallbearers, twenty-two sergeants 
carried the coffin to the funeral car. 
The procession then moved north in 
Illinois street to Washington street, 
thence west in Washington street to 
the eapitol. The coffin was 
carried 


through the south doors of the eapi- 
tol to the catafalque. 


At 0 o'clock the coffin lid was re- 


moved, disclosing the 
head 
and 


shoulders of President Lincoln. Then 
began a long procession of children, 
men and women past 
the 
coffin, 


thousands of them./ shedding tears 
as they looked upon 
the familiar 


face for the last time. . 
. A great memorial procession was 
formed at noon and passed through 
the principal downtown streets. The 
solemn 
pageant 
moved - beneath 


beautiful arches erected in 
Wash- 


ington street, at Illinois, Pennsylva- 
nia and Alabama streets. 


. That night the body of Lincoln 
again was borne tenderly 
to 
the 


waiting train, Inking its place in Hie 
funeral car, where 
there 
reposed, 


too, the body of little Willie Lincoln 
the martyred 
President's son, who 


had died a few monthsh before. 
It 


was the wish of Mrs. Lincoln that 
her husband and son be buried side 
by side at Springfield, and, on the 
day the cortege left Washington, the 
boy's coffin was raised and placed 
abroad the train. 


As the Lincoln train pulled out of 


Indianapolis tlr.it last night ot April 
1805 the old. bell in the 
city fire 


lower tolled and the other bells of 
the city took up the mournful dirge 
continuing until the lights of the de- 
parting train had vanished through 
the mists of North Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis was 
all excitement 


during the days that preceded the 
arrival of the funeral train. There 
w.as a famine in black cloth for use 
in the decorations and hurried or- 
ders were sent to 
Cincinnati and 


Chicago. There also was a shortage 
of evergreen, and W. II. 
Loomis, 


chairman of the committee on de- 
corations, sent to Michigan City for 
a. large shipment of greens that grow- 
in the 
sand 
dunes. Indianapolis 


women met at the Masonic temple 
to twine wreaths, having the assist- 
ance of soldiers from Camp Morton 
in doing .the work. The city also 
made preparations 
to entertain a 


large number of visitors and Mayor 
C'aven issued a public appeal to the 
citizens to throw open their homes to 
guests. 


There was one amusing feature to 


the somber situation. In those days 
the women wore hoopskirts, and the 
editor of the Indianapolis Journal in 
behalf of the committee on arrange- 
ments made an appeal to the women 
to leave off their hoops on Sunday, 
April 150, in order to make 
more 


room for the crowd. 
The 
Journal 


said that two men conld stand where 
one woman stood if this rule were 
followed. It also suggested that the 
women loop their skirts so as 
to 


touch the ground, instead of trailing. 
Now the women wear no hoops and 
their skirts touch at or near 
the 


shoetops. 


For days prior to Sunday Indian- 


apolis underwent a general cleaning 
and the fence around the statehouse 
\yas .whitewashed. There was some 
dissension among the 
citizens 
on 


Sunday, the highly religious ones ob- 
jecting. 
They were overruled, how- 


ever,'in -view of the fact that the 
event was of a solemn, patriotic na- 
ture. 


Much interest, centered in 
the 


funeral car. It was fourteen feet 
long, five feet wide and thirteen feet 
high. 
It was covered with black 


velvet and curtained in black velvet 
trimmed with 
silver 
fringe. 
The 


canopy was surmounted with twelve 
white plumes trimmed in black. The 
funeral car was drawn 
by twelve, 


beautiful white horses 'the same that 
had drawn President Lincoln on his 
trinmpal visit to Indianapolis while 
en route to Washington to assume 
the duties of office. The horses were 
blanketed in black, and ' at 
their 


liea'ds wore black plumes trimmed in 
white.

Second Day of Purdue Road School 


at Evansville Opens With Talk 


by E. C. Martin. 


REMEDIES NOT ALWAYS SAME 


Various Kinds of Oil and Methods 


of Their Application 
Are 


Also Considered.

The second 
day of the 
Purdue 


Road School at Evtinsville opened at 
i)::!0 A.M. in the High Scholl audi- 
torium'with a talk on "Dust Preven- 
tion" l>y Prof. G. K. Martin of Pur- 
due. Jn tills talk Prof. Martin con- 
sidered the various sources of dust 
It.was shown that the dust can often 
lie prevented at lie scourfe and no 
treatment of the highway is neces- 


I ary. Various kinds W road surfaces 
givi- widely varying; amounts of dust 
under the ai-tion of traffic. 


Many sorts of dust yireventatives 


were taken up and their properties 
and action described in detail. 
It 


was clearly proven that (he same re- 
medy could 
not lie used for every 


case. 
Some time was devoted to a 


consideration of several types of pat- 
ented dust preventaiives. 


The various kinds of oil and the 


methods of their 
application were 


considered. Tlie members of 
the 


school were told how to select a pro- 
per oil for 
their local conditions. 


'Special emphasis was placed upon 
the correct method of application. 
The distinction between oil and tar 
was clearly given and cost data for 
various materials was quoted. 


The subject of "Sand Clay^ Roads" 


was presented by Mr. J. II. Dodge of 
the Office of Public Roads, U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
This sub- 


ject is one of especial interest to 
southern Indiana. 
Miv Dodge had 


spent several 
days inspecting: the 


roads of the First District and his 
talk dealt with what might be done 
to improve the sand and clay roads 
of the counties of southern Indiana. 


The speaker discussed the inherent 


finalities of both kinds of roads and 
Allowed that they acted in a directly 
oposile manner under similar con- 
ditions. The idea of mixing the two 
materials came from a consideration 
of these facts. 
A sand-clay road 


was compared to concrete'where the 
clay takes the place of cement. 


Practical methods of selecting the 


materials and 
proportioning them 


were illustrated by tests made by the 
speaker. 


Mr. Dodge very carefully outlined 


the method of constructing sand-clay 
roads .both by putting clay on a sand 
road and by putting sand on a clay 
road; Costs of {his type of construc- 
tion were given. 
' The main feature of the afternoon 
session-was a talk-by Hon. Robert 
C. Terrell, Commissioner 
of Public 


•Roads of Kentucky. Mr. Terrell de- 
voted the most of his address to a 
description of the road work which 
is being done in Kentucky. He de- 
tailed the conditions under which 
they were working and cited many 
examples of the kind of construction 
which is being carried on. 


The speaker outlined the method of 


building and maintaining Kentucky 
roads and gave 
examples of the 


solution of many practical problems 
in road work. He outlined the or- 
ganization of the highway depart- 
ment 
of Kentucky and 
presented 


many of the details of its operation. 


Following this address was a talk 


on "The Final Cost of The Road" by 
Mr. J.H. Dodge of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
He took 


up the various methods of financing 
a road and gave the advantages of 
each 
of 
them. The methods 
of 


financing road work in Indiana were 
stated and compared with those of 
other states. 


Mr. Dodge then 
proved that the 


first cost is by no means the only cost 
of a road, nor in many cases is it 
the greatest part of the total cost. 
In calculating tlie final cost of any 
road a period of years should be con- 
sidered. The 
practice 
of 
issuing 


bonds for a very long peroid is not 
to be commenced. In many cases the 
road is worn out 
before the bonds 


are paid off. 


'The item of maintenance is often 


neglected in estimating the cost of a 
road. Before any road is coustruc- 
ed its maintenance cost should lie es- 
timated and provision made to pro- 
vide money for this. 


The last subject, on the program 


was "The Maintenance of Macadam 
Roads'' by Prof. Martin of Purdue. 
He first emphasized the importance 
of macadam roads as soon as they 
ivere finished. If a road is allowed to 
rut, up it is a very difficult matter to 
get it back into shape. 


Good work can only be done with 


proper tools. Counties were advised 
to purchase a roller and a scarafier 
if they had a very great mileage of 
majpadam road to take care of. The 
use of these machines was discussed 
and some cost data for their operat- 
ion given. If it is not possible to ob- 
tain a roller the road grade must be 
used to maintain the macadam. Care 
should be taken to use the grader at 
the proper time or harm may be done 
to the road. 


The speaker stated that it was 


very important to have a proper 
finality of stone for repair work and 
that it should be of the correct size. 


The time of year when the stone is 


placed on the road often determines 
whether the work will be success or 
not.

The report is 
me of several; on various conditions 
n Springfield prepared as the "milk 
in the cocoa mil1' of the recent sur- 
vey and social diagnosis. 


"Serious life and health wastage 


s constantly going on in Spring- 
icld," the report made public today 
asserted. 
"In the last six 
years 


1,218 residents died 
from 
known 


communicable diseases and several 
housands more were made ill. At 
least one fourth of the deaths may 
be laid to these 
preventable dis- 


eases." 


That 200 of the victims' 
lives 


might have been saved—bought by 
public expenditure of money on pull- 


health—was asserted. A plan of 


reorganized health work 
involving 


only relatively small financial outlay 
was recommended in the report. Or- 
ganization of a city health depart- 
ment was deemed imperative by the 
Foundation's experts. 


That public, expenditures for pub- 


lic health should'be increased about 
three fold was recommended. Abo- 
lishment of 7.500 outdoor 
closets 


and as many open wells was also 
urged. 


"The toll of death is much heavier 


in certain sections of tbe city than 
others" it was asserted. "The tuber- 
culosis death rate in the wards east 


f Tenth street is over twice that in 
the two southwest wards. 
The east 


wards are the ones that contain the 
city's negroes, foreign born whites 
and illiterates. 
The city's public 


health problem centers in these dis- 
tricts. 


"Within Springfield's eight and a 


half square miles are 7,500 privies 
and 7,500 wells. 
This is probably 


the most serious insanitary con- 
dition in the city. Most of them are 
unnecessary." 


Further development of a tubular 


well system to avoid pumping water 
from the Sangoman river was re- 
commended by the Foundation. 


"The city disposes of its sewage 


in a haphazard way," the 
report 


stated. 
"Serious stream pollution 


occurs at certain .points. 
The city 


must look forward 
to erection of 


sewage treatment work. 
ieov3a,earedEion' Realg 


That city dairy farms 
are 


"poor condition less than 3 per cent, 
scoring good or better" was stated. 
A city milk inspector was dcelarec 
needed. Groceries and markets were 
said to be in good condition. 


A system of garbage 
collection 


was recommended. 


That, the Springfield 
health 
de1- 


partment has done creditable work 
but is poorly flnancied was another 
finding. A health officer and nurses 
for baby-saving, tuberculosis work 
and 
quarantine 
supervision 
were 


said to be needed. That' the 
city 


spends six times as much for police 
and ten times as much for fire pro- 
tection as it does for public health 
conservation was stated. 


"Springfield has a splendid oppor- 


tunity to buy—to, save—200 or more 
lives a year and prevent much ad- 
ditional sickness," the report con- 
cluded "as public health is purchas- 
able.'?
